Hope to 100 ft. north of Berkley Drive and 
from Pingree to Pattengill. Also, that the 
present Stop for southbound traffic on Bos- 
ton Blvd. at Pattengil]l Ave./Moores River 
Dr., be moved to Moores River Dr., to stop 
eastbound traffic at Boston Blvd./Patten- 
gill Ave. Stop on Pattengill Ave. at Boston 
Blvd./Moores River Dr., will remain.
